1. The licence will generally be issued with a validity period of twelve 
months. Within a fortnight of the receipt of the import licence, the importer 
should intimate to the Department of Economic Affairs, the fact of receipt of 
the import licence indicating the number, date and value of the import licence, 

( ri9 ) 
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2. Firm order on C.&.F. basis must be placed on the Dutch Supphers and 
copies ot the contracts lurnished to the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Economic Affairs within six months from the date of allocation or tour months 
from the date of issue of the import licence. In cases where orders are not 
placed withm this stipulated period of 4 months, the licencees should apply to tne 
Chief ControEer of imports & Exports, endorsing simultaneously a copy to the 
Department of Economic Affairs, for suitable extention in the period of ordering, 
givmg adequate justification for delay in placing orders. Such requests will be 
considered on merits by the Chief Controller of Imjxirts & Exports in consulta¬ 
tion with Ministry of I'inance (Department of Economic Affairs). The extension 
of time limit for finalising contracts, if agreed to, would be for another 3 months. 

8 . The contract of supply between the Indian importer and the Dutch Sup¬ 
plier is subject to the approval of the Government of India only if the value of 
the contract is below Dutch Guilders 50,000.

(The Netherlands Investment Bank for developing Countries, N. V.), The Hague, 
for financing under the Dutch Credit (General Purpose) arrangement. 

4. The value of the contract should be expressed only in Dutch Guilders. 
The contract should normally provide for cash payments on presentation of 
shipping documents. For any customary performance guarantee where requir¬ 
ed, the supphers should be asked to furnish a bank guarantee/warranty. 

6 . Only goods of Dutch origin are eligible for being financed under this Credit, 
Non-Dutch components to the extent of 10 per cent in respect of chemicals and 
20 per cent in respect of other imports can. however, be considered for being 
financed under the Credit. The minimum value of a contract eligible for financ¬ 
ing under this Credit is 25,000 Dutch Guilders (Rupees 67,000 approximately). 

6 . The licence codes “S” and “NE”. as indicated in the first and second suffix 
after the licence number, should be mentioned in all the shipping documents 
as well as in the “S” form required to be furnished to the Indian Bank at the 
time of rupee deposits.

Such com¬ 
mission wfU be payable by the Importers direct to the Agents In, 
rupees, 

(i) Name and address of the Importers’ Bank to whom the original docu¬

(i) Date up to which the Letter of Authority should be made valid. 

(k) Special instructions, if any.

9. On receipt of the copies of the contract/supply order, and the information 
required in paragraph tt above, the Department of Economic Affairs win forward 
a copy of the contract to the Dutch authorities through the Embassy of India at 
the Hague; and a Letter of Authority to the Netherlands Investment bank for 
Developing Countries, the Hague (in the form at Annexure I) autnorismg pay¬ 
ment to the suppliers against shipping documents will be issued. 

In respect of contracts valued at DG 60,000 or below approval of Dutch autho¬ 
rities is not required. The approval of the Government of India, therefore, wiU 
be communicated to the Indian importers while forwarding tne copies of their 
contracts/suppiy orders to the Netnerlands Investment bank for Developing 
Countries, As for the contracts valued at DG 50.000 or above, as soon as the ap¬ 
proval of the Dutch Bank to the financing of the contract under the Dutch Credit 
is received, the importer will be informed that their contract has become effective.
